Originally there was no such fagade 
towards the Mall, but only the two flanking 
buildings which it links, and in the centre of 
the forecourt between them stood the Marble 
Arch. It was only when Queen Victoria’s 
growing family necessitated more nursery accom¬ 
modation that Blore constructed this frontal 
building, whereupon the Marble Arch was moved 
to its present position in Hyde Park. 
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
